'during the week under report. 

Kerala . — Mild incidence was reported in the district of Alleppey. 

Madras . — Mild incidence continued to be reported in the city of Madras. Mild inci- 
dence was also reported from the district of Madurai, 

West Bengal.— Mild incidence continued to be reported in the city of Calcutta. 

Smallpox 

Die States of Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Gujarat, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Madras, 
Maharashtra, Nagaland, Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh. West Bengal and the Union Territory of 
Delhi have reported infection due to Smallpox during the week under report. 

Andhra Pradesh . — Mild incidence continued to be reported in the district of Srikakulam 
and Hyderabad city.
